there is. In a letter to a literary jour- 
nal Mr. Bell maintalns that these 


thors have had their day, whereas hun- | 


dreds of modern writers are rapping at 
the editorial doors and asking for no- 
tice. “Dickens and Thackeray wrote 
supremely well for their own genera- 
fiqn,’”’ says Warren Bell, “but do not 
present day authors cater with equal 
skill for theirs? Let the ‘precious’ lit- 
erary circle stifle that hysterical shriek 
of joy with which they greet a ‘hitherto 
unpublished’. letter of Mrs. Carlyle. 
When do we not live in fear of being 
threatened with another issue of Lamb 
volumes ‘edited’ by some bright young 
humorist? It is the province of some 
people to edit and of others to create. 
When I find one of the latter usurp- 
ing the functions of the former I ran 
only compare his labors to those of 4 
sculptor of creative genius furbishing 
up Landseer’s lions in Trafalgar square.

Briefly, it is intended that American col- 
lege women shall come to England ‘to 
take a post-graduate course of two years 
in one or other of the universities. It 
was at first thought to confine the 
scheme to Bedford college, but ultimate- 
ly it was decided to combine all the Eng- 
lish universities—Oxford and Cambridge, 
including Girton and Newnham, and the 
University of London, 

“The scheme will be formally present- 
ed to the next blannual meeting of the 
General Federation of Women's Clubs, to 
be held in Boston. The general federa- 
tion is made up of forty-two state feder-

ONDON, July 22.—It is a privi- 
lege,’’ Wrote Disraeli, a good many 
years ago, “to live in this age ol 

rupid anq brilliant events. It Is one 
cf infinite romance. Thrones tumbic 
Cown and crowns are offered like a 
feciry tale;’” and one is reminded Dy 
the fact that Norway is at the moment 
of writing. on the lookout for a king, 
and has already encountered one re- 
fueal, that our own generaffon is no 
whit behind its predecessors in this 
feature of romance. 

When Disraeli wrote these words it was 
the crown of Greece that was going 
begging. Greece was thoroughiy sick 
cf Otho and his pampered Bavarians, 
and determineg to have a king who un- 
derstood, at least, the elements of fair 
government. Otho was dismissed, and 
the choice of his successor fell on our 
own Prince Alfred, duke of Edinburgnh, 
te whom the crown ‘was Oflered. But 
the three protecting powers, England, 
France and Russia, had bound them- 
selves not to allow any one connected 
with their ruling families to become 
king of Greece, and the prince was thus 
lobligeg to decline the alluring bait. 

The Greeks then transferred their of- 
fer of sovereignty to Lord Stanley, son 
o? the great statesman and brother of 
the earl of today. “It is a dazzling 
acventure for the house of Stanley,’ 
vrote Disraeli at the time; “but they 
are not an imaginative race, and 1 
famey they wih! prefer Knowsley to 
the Parthenon, and Lancashire to the 
Aitic Plains. ...4tZ1 think he ought 
to take the crown, but he wil] n2t. 
Fiad I his youth I would not hesitate, 
even with the earldom in the distance.”’ 
Fut the young lord refused to be 
tempted; and after further refusals a 
king was found for Greece in Prince 
William of Schleswig-Holstein, second 
son of the king of Denmark, who as 
King George I is reigning today. A 
generation earlier still the Grecian 
throne was refused by Prince Leopold, 
of Saxe-Coburg, father of the king of 
Belgium. | 

When Isabella II was driven from the 
throne of Spain it was almost literally 
rawked around Europe in search of 2 
prince willing to sit on it. It was first 
offered to one scion of royalty and then 
to another—only to be declined by ali. 
‘Its offer to Leopold of Hohenzollern- 
'Sigmaringen was the cause 
r‘ble -war between France and Prussia; 
and it was only when Amadeus, second 
son of the king of Italy, was approached 
tlat an occupant was at last found. 
In 1870. Amadeus, however, found 
crown too burdensome for his tastes: 
he resigned it thankfully after having 
Worn it for three years, when it was 
accepted by Alfonso XII, the young son 
of the exiled Isabella.

The two islands raise about the 
tobacco and tropical 
fruits. with coffee on the uplands. Java 
is now growing tea and quinine, but 
these article have not been subject to ex- 
periment in Cuba. 

So far less than one-third of this isiand 
laid out farms, and at the 
close of the war only 3 per cent of its 
area was under cultivation. There is 
more now, but it is safe to say that not 
One-sixth of the island is used. The 
best cultivation is done in the provinces 
of Havana and Matanzas, and also in 
the tobacco fields of Pin del. Rio. 
present sugar is the most imporiant 
crop, being produced in all the prov- 
inces. Tobacco comes next, raised chief- 
ly in Pinar del Rio, and away down at 
the foot is coffee, which was once more 
important than sugar, and which now, 
owing to the tariff and other conditions 
will again come to the front. 

Cuba’s Experimental Station. 

The agricultural farm at Santiago de 
Las Vegas is the center of this new ag- 
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It is run by the 
goveriment which gives it large appio- 
priations and pushes !ts work in 
possible way. The director iz Prof. F. 8S. 
Earle, who was for years connected 
witih the United States Department of 
Agriculture and who at the time the 
Cuban government asked for a man 
for this work, was about to go to Porto 
Rico takes charge of our experimen- 
tal station there. The Cuban salary was 
a large one—I think $5,000—and as Sec- 
retary Wilson had other good men he 
allowed Mr. Earle to come to Cuba. 
This was about a year ago. The farm 
has been purchased, the buildings. equ p- 
ped and an agricultural department, wi'na 
a corps of scientists from 
are now mere at work. 

The farm itself comprises 180 acres. 
Its buildings are great Spanish barracks, 
running around a central patio of an acre 
of flowers and plants, and also many 
cottages which have been erected for 
the farmers. The barracks are of one 
story. They are of great extent and are 
well fitted for government work. 

I spent some time going through the 
buildings, and afterward took a walk 
with Prof. Earle over the farm. The €s- 
tablishment is thoroughly systematized, 
and in it all sorts of investigations as to 
plant breeding, fertilizer testing and 
plant and animai diseases are going on. 
In the botanical] department I was shown 
about 20,000 specimens of Cuban plants 
and flowers, and in the gardens near Dy 
saw many new. vegetables and fruits 
growing. 

New Fruits for Cuba.

Among the most important experiments 
‘are those with citrus fruits. All the 
‘best-known limes, lemons and pomelos 
‘are now being planted or budded. More 
than forty different. varieties of oranges 
jhave been planted for comparison and 
istudy, and also a large number of pine- 
‘apples of different kinds. 
| The pineapple industry is rapidly in- 
|creasing and the department is making 
great efforts to get the best varieties. 
| The €xports, of pines last year were in 
|the neighborhood of three-quarters of a 
| million dollars, and 99 per cent of these 
‘went to the United States. The two 
chief Cuban pines are the Pina de ia 
| Teerra and the Havana white pine. The 
I tater is the sweeter and larger, but it 
| does not keep well. There are other 
| pines which are smaller and less juicy, 
but more hardy and better for export. 
The white pineapples are consumed in 
Cuba. They sell for from 40 cents to 
$1.17 a dozen. 

Vegetables for Our Markets. 

Professor Earle tells me that Cuba 
will largely supply our winter market 
|with vegetables. He has been expert- 
‘menting with lettuces and finds that 
they grow well. The choicest varieties 
| thrive and are more tender and juicy 
‘than our lettuces, In walking through 
| the garden I saw lettuce heads as big 
las small cabbages, and Mr. Earle said he 
| had raised one this year which weighed 
more than three pounds. Lettuces can 
;easily be shipped abroad, and there is 
(no reason why they should not go from 
[here to our chief etfties. 
It is the same with celery. -This plant 
| is supposed to thrive only ina temperate 
| climate, but it grows luxuriantly in -the 
Station gardens. The stalks are large 
and tender, and they 
ijust as ¢asily as at home. 

The experiments with tomatoes have 
iresulted in excellent yYfelds, and a num- 
'ber of Americans have begun to raise 
‘tomatoes for export. They grow 
and the profits are great. 
stories told are so rosy. that I hesitate 
| to repeat them. It is said that tomatoes, 
icabDbages, egg plants, potatoes and cu- 
|cumbers, if properly handled, will yield

The Negro and Dope. 

The New York Sun says: 

A news article in The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion gives new reasons for the southern 
desire for increased immigration. ‘Tnis 
article asserts that in spite of the un- 
precedented business prosperity of the 
south new mills are not built because 
hands to run them could not be. obtained. 
Moreover, many spindles in southern mills 
were idle for the same cause. In some 
parts of Georgia cotton was going to 
waste in the fields because hands to chop 
it.could not be had. Wages of $1.25 to 
$1.50 with board were offered, but the 
negroes, after working a day or two, 
would insist upon going to the towns or 
cities. According to the source from 
which we quote, the cocaine habit 1s 
largely responsible for the difficulty of 
procuring labor in the south. This seems 
a little sensational. Let us wait for the 
appearance of the government report, 
which, if “present rumor” tells the trutn, 
is to show that “a tremendous propor- 
tion” of southern negro labor are dope 
fiends. 

We know nothing as to what the) 
forthcoming government report will 
say on the prevalence of the cocaine | 
vice and kindred vices among the 
negroes of the soutn and the rela- 
tion ef these vices to the serious la- 
bor problem confronting this section; 
but we do know, as every southerner 
who comes in employment contact’ 
with the negro knows, that drugs and!

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Declared Milton Rawlings When 
His Mother and Sisters 
Called at Jail

Valdosto, Ga., July 22.—(Special.)—The 
conviction of Milton Rawlings last night 
met with the approval of the peopie 
here when the verdict became known this 
morning. But in the great crowd which 
every Saturday brings to town there 
were found many who gave to the boy, 
his mother, his sisters and even to his 
brothers, who are charged with him, 
sympathy. 

Mrs. Rawlings and her two daughters 
learned of the verdict first this morn- 
ing. Last night they were told there 
would be no verdict until morning, and to 
their home they went. It was 8 o’clock 
when they reached the city, and when the 
resulf was told them the mother col- 


lapsed completely. 

Miss Lola, the elder daughter, did all 
she could do to sustain her mother, whi.e 
Leila, the child, sat mute with. tears 
streaming from her eyes. Direct to the 
county jail they went, and after a delay 
of half an hour they were admitted. 

Talked Through the Bars. 

With the bars between them, Mrs. 
Rawlings and her daughters looked upon 
the son and brother who is now under 
sentence of death. There could be fio 
embrace, the iron bars prevented that. 
3ut the iron barg could not hold’ back 
the tears from the eyes of father, mother 
and sfsters. 

Milton Rawlings alone shed not a tear. 
‘taG@ing one hand about the shoulder of 
father, with whom he has been 
‘elled since the arrest, and reaching the 
the bars, he gave 
first his mothers cheek a stroke of ten- 
derness, and then patting his sisters upon 
the head he remarked: 

“Now stop that; I’m in no danger. I 
care not a cent for that verdict. You al] 
know I’m innocent, and it will be shown 
soon. 

“It’s a mighty long road from this cell 
to that gallows: they talked about yes- 
terday. That gallows, mother, has not 
been built yet for your sons, and no one 
knows jit better than you. Quit that 
crying, be strong and let’s wait.’’ 

Mrs. Rawlings and her daughters lin- 
gered about the jai] for an hour. They 
sent in a crate of peaches, a dozen bot- 
tles of soda water, some fruit and some

FOR NEXT TERM 


Important Announcement 
Made by Assistant 
Superintendent. 


Professor L. M. Landrum, assistant su- 
perintendent of the Atlanta  publi2 
schools, wishes to make known to the 
people of Atlanta, who propose to send 


their children to the schools during the! qepartment. 


next term, the following rules adopted 
by the board of education at a recent 
meeting: 

!. All chii®ren entering the Atlanta 
Schools for the first time, must bring to 
the office of the superintendent a certifi- 
cate of successful vaccination from <n 
Atlanta physician, before the opening of 
the schools. 

2. No child under 6 years of age will 
be admitted to the schools, unless a child 
can attain to the age of 6 years, during 
the first month of the school term, Sep- 
tember. Cnildren becoming 6 years 9dla 
during the month of September cannot 
get tickets until the day they are of 
school age. - 

3. All children who were absent from 
school the last three days of the jast 
Session, from any other reason than th: 
of sickness, or some urgent cause, must 
get new tickets of admission. - 

4. Children who have moved from the 
district in which they attended school 
last year must get new tickets of trans- 
fer. All children must attend the schoo} 
in their own school district, at the open- 
ing in September. 

5. Children living in districts where the 
school lines have been changed, andj 
must attend another scnool next Septem- 
ber, must get transfer tickets. 

The above are some important rules, 
and Professor Landrum Stated yesetrday, 
that he hoped the parents of children who 
are going to attend the public sch-ols 
next fall, would not overlook them.

There have been in the past a number 
of yellow fever oases brought to At- 
lanta for treatment, but in almost every 
instance the patient has recovered and 
never in the history of the city has any- 
one contracted yellow fever while in At- 
lanta. 

In consequence this city has always 
stood ready to entertain men, women and 
children who seek escape from fever- 
stricken cities, inviting them to come, 
to bring their household goods and re- 
main as long as they desired, secure in 
the magnificent healthy climate with 
which providence has blessed the Empire 
City of the south. 

Such a thing as Atlanta’s quarantining 
against yellow fever has never occurred 
and is not likely to occur no matter how 
serious proporthons epidemics assume in 
other less favored localities of the south. 
The Atlanta climate is the best possible 
quarantine, for the fever germs cannot 
evade it. 


-The alleged outbreak of yellow fever 
in New Orleans was, however, the theme 
of very general discussion yesterday.

New York, July 22.—The New York 
Financier says: 

“The most notable features of 
week’s official] statement of ‘the New | 
bauks were the large! 
increase in loans and the smal) gain in 
cash. The loan expansion of $i19,058,- 
600 was doubtiess due to the placing of 
the money that was received by the Jap- 
anese bond syndicate in the previous 
week, when application was made for 
these securities. These loans were not 
fully reflected in the. statement of that | 
wek, owing to the averages system, and) 
the balance reflected was brought over | 
into last week. Titre was some con- | 
traction in this item as the result o | 
surrenders of public deposits, which 
partly offset the above noted expansion. 
The: small cash gain of $21,700 was 
somewhat surprising, though the pre- 
liminary statements, which were based 
upon the traceable movements of money, 
foreshadowed this result. Deposits in- 
creased $18,380,000, almost wholly be- 
cause of the loan expansion. The sta'fe- 
ment showed a good proof, the sum of 
the increase in loans plus the gain in 
cash being only $700,300 in excess of 
the augmentation in deposits. It is 
notewerthy that the holdings of public 
funds wet reduced $2,872,300, compared 
with the previous week, reflecting sur- 
renders of these deposits under the treas- 
ury call.. The required reserve was in.- 
creased $4,595,000 as the result of the 
gain in general deposits. Deducting 
therefore the gain of $21,700 cash as 
above, left $4,573,300, as the decrease 
in surplus reserve to $14,949,950. Com- 
puted upon the basis of deposits less 
those of public funds the surplus is $1t7.- 
081,575. [t may be noted that the

No Cheating by Alabama Teach- 
ers in July Examinations, 


Records Made by Applicants for Po» 
siticns in fhe State’s Schools 
Are Better Than They 
Have Been in the Re- 
cent Past. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 22.—(Special.) 
There are many things just now to indi- 
cate that the educational cohditions of 
the state are getting on a safer basis, 
and to prove that there is being built 
up al] the time a better tone in the 
teaching ideas and the teachers who are 
serving especially the country schools. 
So far nothing has been discovered to 
Suggest that there was any cheating 
in the July examinations; neither has 
there been sO many low records made in 
the papers of applicants as has hereto- 
fore been the case. Among those who are 
rejected aré many who now hold certifi- 
cates, but are trying to secure a higuer 
grade, They are, therefore, still teaching 
while struggling all the time to become 
more proficient. 

Secretary William F. Feagin, of the 
state board of examiners, sald today that 
he had looked over the work of appli- 
cants from eighteen counties where the 
July examinations were held and had 
graded the papers of 600. Very few, he 


to have their papers considered, though 
there are many 
necessary average of 75 per cent to pass 
the examinations. In other words, a 
record of 50 per cent must be made in 


whole. When the papers all run above 
50 per cent it means that they have to 
be gone over the same as others, even 
though they may not get.the certificates 
desired.

“Yn our opinion. it is just as essential | 
ty the success of the farmer to give the 
cotton statistics in its manufacturing 
stage as it is during its productive stage. 
And, as to the leakage, which is attract- | 
ing so much attention at present, we 
consider it of no more importance to the | 
cotton raiser than other instances of the; 
same kind that have been of frequent oc- | 
currence in the past. The significance of 
the present case in our opinion is largely 
due to the advantage given to a few of 
the speculators and the disadvantage 
to which it has placed others, or, to be!

Third Quarter. Lesson V. II Chronicles xxxiii, 1-13. July 30, 1905 


If the son had reigned like the father, 
Jewish history would have to be rewrit- 
ten. Hezekiah blended piety and pat- 
iotism. He threw the exemplary 
power incident to high position. entire- 
ly on the side of a pure fa:th. He did 
more; he broke down and swept away 
the symbols and shrines of a base and 
corrupt religion. He did not waver 
from this high stand during a _ reign 
which extended over nearly a third of 
a century. 

Instead of perpetuating this admirable 
policy, Manasseh reversed it. He went 
through the whole catalogue of pagun 
vices. He was not content to go through 
it alone; he led his people and forced 
those who were unwilling. From au- 
gury and secorcery he went on to humana 
Sacrifice. He did not hesitate to throw 
his own children into the flery embrace 
of Moloch. The chronicler gays he 
caused the people to do worse than the 
heathen These perverts rivaled and 
Surpassed those who had been 
reared in their dark faith. Theirs was 
the greater condemnation, for they 
Sinned against light; and when God
